NOT DECOMPOSING. 


Undertaker Merritt Declares Grant’s Body 
to be in Perfect Condition, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Digpatch. 

New Yorn, Aug. 1.—Stephen Merritt sat yester- 
day in his office at 210 Kighth avenue looking over 
a business dispatch from his son, who has charge 
of General Grant’s body at Mt. McGregor, When 
your correspondent asked him if he had seen the 
reports that decomposition had begun to manifest 
iteelf in the face of the dead General. The frst 
line of the dispatch in his hand read; “General 
Grant’s body is in beautiful condition at 5 a. m.“ 

“There,” said Mr. Merritt, is a complete ausw er 
to your question and a positive refutation of the 
reports that the body is decomposing. I do not 
know what the basis of the Sun's report is, but if 
it comes from the actual observation of the 
reporter it is readily explained bow éasily a 
person might be deceived; General Grant’s body 
lies in a darkened room under a heavy canopy. aod 
his face is seen through two plates of heavy glass. 
The arrangement of the canopy is such that at 
times heavy shadows are thrown on the face, which, 
to a person giving only a passing glance at 
it, might easily be mistaken for 

PERMANENT SPOTS OF DISCOLORATION, 

I have been expecting to hear of the unsatisfactory 
condition of the body befere, and am surprised that 
it bas not »ppeared before. Mr. Holmes of Sara- 
toga was the undertaker who was first called to 
attend Gen. Grant's body. I supplanted him by 
the direction of the family, he having been selected 
only to take temporary charge until my arrival. 
Mr. Holmes didn’t want to go when I got to Sara- 
toga, and this may account fer the report of the 
decomposition. The body is perfectly embalmed, 
and it’s one of those cases, fortunately, where the 
work has been successful to an unexpected degree, 
and there is every reason to believe thatif it was 
necessary the body could be kept for six months 
and it would be as perfect thenasit is now. The 
public may rest assured that they will have an 
opportunity to see the General's face, and that they 
will see it in a most life-like condition, with no sign 
of the pain and suffering that he endured during 
the last sickness, and without any marks of decom- 
position.” .

The younger and more progressive members feel 
that they can accomplish nothing by the policy of 
Churchill's opponents, while the older and more 
cautious see certain danger and possibly disruption 
in the party as a result of Churchill's 
recklessness. The Standard received an 
inspired hint from high quarters to 
attack Churchill.

MEXICAN WAYS. 

An esteemed correspondent claims room in 
our columns for the Mexican side of the recent 
little unpleasantness between the Mexican ex- 
cursionists and the city of St. Louis. His de 
fence does not strengthen his case, We do not 
care whether the offensive newspaper article 
was just or unjust, The result shows that the 
Mexicans are a people who do not understand 
or tolerate criticism or censure of any kind, 
and they certainly need it as badly as any na- 
tion on the face of the earth. Compliments, 
flattery, praise, adulation of every kind they 
swallow greedily, but as soon as any impartial 
friend shows them the faults, errors or crimes 
of their national history they are “insulted.” 
And if they go to one extreme of unreason in 
accepting fulsome praise they go to the other 
extreme in resenting truthful criticism as an 
‘tinsult.” 

The plea of our correspondent amounts to 
saying that if we wish tosecure the trade of 
Mexico we must refrain from telling the truth 
about Mexico and the Mexicans. Although it 
is a fact that four out of fiveof the Mexicans 
are unable to read or write we must pretend 
that we believe they are highly educated, Al- 
though President GonzaLEez and his Ministers 
were a band of thieves who plundered the 
country without encountering protest or resis- 
tence we must pretend that Mexicois a model 
republic entering upon a grand career. 

Any proposition that the newspapers of this 
country shall quit telling the truth because it 
is unpleasant reading for Mexico is too pre- 
posterous to be considered. The press of this 
country exists by publishing the news, and a 
concerted silence is impossible. 

As for the St. Louis incident, it illustrates a 
childishness which lets new light on the Mexi- 
can temper. They are so unreasonable that 
they cannot do justice to the feelings of St. 
Louis, <A single article in a single paper pro- 
duces the same effect on that a red rag 
produces on one of their bulls in the arena, and 
they reject the hospitality of St. Louis on that 
account, although they have accepted the hos- 
pitality of New York and Ohicago and of other 
cities in which they have been made the sub- 
ject of criticism quite as severe as anything in 
the St. Louis papers.

The Country's Stock of Gold. 
From the New York Suz. 

Notwithstanding the cries of the gold standard 
alarmists, the country’s stock of gold has mate- 
rially increased during the past fiscal year. 

At the end of June, 1884, the United States Trea- 
sury held $184,681,649 in gold, andthe New York 
banks $64,189,600, making a total of $198,821, 249. 

At the end of June, 1885, the Treasury held 8118. 
408,220 in gold, and the New York banks $113,956,- 
600, making a total of $283,464,820, and showing a 
total increase of $34,648,577: 

The excess of imports over exports of gold during 
the fiscal year ending June 80, 1885, was $18,213,804. 
The production of our mines is $30,000,000 annually. 
These two items amount te $45,218,804, which is 
$18,560,767 more than the increase in the stock in 
the New York banks and the Treasury. The differ- 
ence represents jess than the ameunt censumed in 
the arts and in manufactures, and there is besides 
a considerable allowance to be made for the coin 
taken abroad by travelers to Europe, 

It is clear, therefore, that geld is neither being 
kept out of the country nor hoarded in private 
hands, but flows into th e banks and into the Treas- 
ury faster than it goes out.

Vice President Biair Says the Board Will

The following correspondence was received at 
this office to-day, relating to the question of uni- 
forming private watchmen, about which there has 
been some small discussion during the last few 
days. 


Sr. Lovis. August 1, 1885. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In my communication to you yesterday I stated 
that the Republican had declined to publish my 
letter of the day before in regard to the private 
watchmen quesiion That paper states editorially 
this morning that such was not the case.

my letter is — I cannot understand. I at 
once wrote him that his enclosed letter was not 
received till 3:15 p. m., after 1 sd was out.

As an evidence of 
her capacity, the fact taat under the circumstances 
of a slow track and the first fast mile she has had 
this season, she trotted the last half mile a quarter 
of a second faster than she did the first half, speaks 
for itself. It was the four- mile running bi that 
is in her that staid her up for such a performance. 
Without it such a feat would be impossible. The 
Whole experience in breeding trotters proves it. 
Thoroughbred blood is indispensible if you would 
combine staying qualities witn speed. Both Maud 
S. and Jay-Kye-See, the two greatest performers 
on the trottiog turf that the world ever saw, have 
four-mile running biood coursing. through their 
veins. One traces through the dam to Lexington, 
and the other to Boston. oe 

“I own Dexter and Rarus, each of whom reigned 
as king in the course of histrotting career. Dexter 
is old and in the sere and yellow leaf. Barus isstill 
frisky and fast. Neither of these, however, is to be 
compared with Maud S. I do not say that within a 
year or two a horse may not be brought out that 
wiil eclipse anything she may be able to do, for in 
the advanced state of breeding at the present day 
we do not know what to expect; I, for one, 
would welcome a trotter that could do 
it, for I have devoted a great deal 
of tithe and money toward finding out the limit of 


How fast do I think Maud S. will trot? That is 
something I do not like to talk about, for it is un- 
leasant to make predictions that may not be 
ustified in the future. 1 will say this, however; 
Her present record is not the limit of ber ability, 
and to say she can trot in 2:08 is not saying too 
much. My brother David, who is a careful horse- 
man, thinks she can easily accomplish a mile be- 
tween 2:07 and 2:08.” 
In regard to the Cleveland track and the climatic 
conditions being favorable to the highest speed of 
the great mare, Bonner said: IL can best cover that 
point by giving a statement of Maud S.’s former 
manager made to a reporter of a 
western paper before this trial. I believe,’ he said, 
‘that Maud S. would stand a better chanee of beat- 
ing her record over the Rochester, Chicago or 
Providence track than she would over the Cleveland 
track.’ That, I think, is the general im ion.“ 
In regard to further efforts to be eby Maud 
S. this season to beat the record Mr. Bonner said:

“The Largest Cricket Score on Record. 

In a game between the West of Scotland and the 
Priory Park Club, July 18 and 14, in Chichester, 
Eng., J. S. Carrick of the former team was eredited 
with a best-on-record in the shape of scoring, his 
419, not out, being the highest individual score ever 
made by a batsman. During the whole of thetwo 
days’ cricket four of the Scotch wickets fell fora 
total of 745, this large aggregate being alone de- 
serving of special notice. Messrs. Carrick and 
Thompson went in first and scored 826 before they 
were separated. This number for the first wicket 
in a match has very rarely been equaled, but it is 
not absolutely the highest on record. ’ 

There were two other very long stands in this un- 
completed inning, the fourth wicket adding 164, 
‘and the last pair, who were not separated, put on 
145. Mr. Carrick was batting altogether for eleven 
hours and a quarter, and only gave two chances, 
one at a deep mid-on and the other at the wicket. 
His score, considering its great duration, and that 
it was agaiust all sorts of wling throughout two 
long, hot days, lasting indeed from the first ball of 
the match to the last, was a wonderful exhibition 
of patience, combined with hard hitting. His 
ures were a grand square-leg hit for 8. two 6's, two 
da, thirty 4's and thirty-four 3's, besides 2.6 and 
singles. 

The 745 runs included 50 extras, 88 of which were 
byes. This leaves 695 forthe runs from the bat, 
and these runs were made from 1,306 balls. Ten of 
the Chichester men bowled, and yet the wicket was 
only once hit in tne two days. This 745 is not 
actually the best on record for four wickets, for it 
is beaten by the score made by the Orleans Club 
agaist ug | Green in August, 1882. On that 
occasion the fourth wicket feu for 727, while in 
Chichester the fourth wicket fell for 600. e 
wicket m Rickling Green went down at 771, so that 
had time permitted there was every chance not 
only of that — beaten, but possibly also the 
Orleans Club's total of 920. 

With regard to the record, it may be necessary 
to state that W. N. Roe, ina Cambridge College 
match in 1881. carried out his bat for 415. This has 
stood as tue highest innings for four years, and 
before that the best was E. F. 8. Tylecote’s 404 (not 
out) in a school match in Clifton, in 1868. W. G. 
Grace is the only other cricketer who has made 400 
in one inning, and that was exactly 400, and, like all 
the others, was a not out. Mr. Grace’s inning had 
the peculiarity of being played agaiust twenty-two 
men in the fieid, and it occupied the greater part of 
three days.—[Exchange.

STANLEY HUNTLEY. 


Death of the Weill-Known Journalist aad 
Author of the Spoopendyke Papers, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yor«, August 1.—Stanley Huntley, the well- 
known journalist, died Thursday at his residence, 
150 West Forty-fifth street, of Bright's disease of 
the kidneys, after a lingering illness of several 
months. He was the son of Judge R. H. Huntiey, 
a wealt hy resid ent of Brooklyn. His first work for 
the press was as a reporter of the New York 
Tribune, for which he wrote but one article. He 
was assigned to report the m eeting of the Farmers’ 
Club. Without trying to obta ip any information by 
questioning members of the club, he wrote 
a sarcastic article, poking fun at the 
chairman, and dwelling upon the hay- 
seed in that worthy’s hair. The next day 


he was informed that his services were no longer 
wanted, and the fact was expiained to him that 
Horace Greeley had presided at the Farmers’ Club. 
His next experience in newspaper work was in St. 
Louis, where he worked en all the leading papers 
end for some time as society editor on the Missouri 
Republican, While in this position it is said that he 
never took a note, either of a fact or a name. in 
1872 he went to Chicago and became a reporter on 
the Inter- and subsequently on the Tribune. 
While in Chicago he 
ACQUIRED CONSIDERABLE REPUTATION. 

In 1876 he prepared a two-page article charging 
Benj. F. Bristow, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, with complicity in the whis«cy 
frauds, creating a great sensation. Im- 
mediately after the presidential election in 1376 
Huntley interviewed R. B. Hayes and attributed to 
him the expression that “For himself, he cared 
nothing for his defeat by Tilden, but it made his 
heart bleed to think of the poor negro," a bit of cant 
which was extensively . but which Hayes 
deaied — my uttered. hile Sitting Bull and his 
tribe were in revolt, Huntley started out on the 
plains to interview the great Indian warrior. He 
gained admission to the chief's tepee in the plains 
and obtained a jong and interesting interview with 
him. Severing his connection with the Chicago pa- 
pers, Huntley went to Dakota and became editor of 
the Bismarck Tribune,then owned by Maj. Edwards, 
also proprietor and editor of the Fargo (Dakota 
Argus. From 1878 to 1880 Huntley was on tie s

A Siamese Concert. 
From the London Times. 

At the end of one room was a raised platform, on 
which sat, cross-legged. the musicians, some four- 
teen in number, dressed in native uniform of black 
jackets, wide knickerbockers, white stoekings and 
pumps. Around and about them were grouped 
their instruments, objects in themselves of great 
beauty and value, and forming with the players a 
quaint and attractive picture. At the center of the 
platform, his back against the wall, was the khong 
player, seated inside his instrument, which 
was semi-circular in shape, being a frame- 
work of orange wodd inlaid with ivory, 
supporting a number of small gongs of 
bell-metal, lightly hung, and shaped like the lid of 
a kettle. These gongs were all of the same size, 
the difference of sound being given by varying 
thicknesses of metal. On either side of the khong 
were seated violinisis and flutists. Tue latter per- 
formed, in alternation with their ivory flutes, on a 
species of elongated Pan pipes, consisting of seven 
bamboo pipes of varying leagths, with a collective 
mouth-piece in the center them. The violins, 
calied in Siamese saw,“ were specimens of the 
most wonderful workmanship that can be i ed. 
In a general way the violia of the far East might 
be briefly described as a stick of the genus broom- 
handle stuck in the side of a wooden pot, covered 
a: one end with skin and with one or more strings, 
raised froin the skin by a bridge, stretched from 
one end of the handle to the opposite side of the 
pot. Instruments exactly answering this 3 
tion are used by the natives of the Egyptian in the 
Soudan, aud are to be found in the bazars of Cairo. 
But tue Siamese “saws” imported by Prince Nares, 
though in shape resembiing them, were very far 
removed from these rough instruments. One in 
particular had the stick or handle of ebony inlaid 
with ivory, the sounding box of carved ivory, a 
tusk of exceptional size having been used, and the 
keys for tightening the strings of ivory encrusted 
with jewels. Another was covered with enamel 
work and with gold inlaid on silver,a specialty of 
the Siamese. In front of the saw players and 
flutists were the ranat“ and takkay'“ play- 
ers. The ranat“ is an instrument similar in prin- 
ciple to the zither, but with wood or metal taking 
the place of glass. There were three of these 
“ranats,” one having notes of brass, another of 
steel and the third of bamboo. As in the khong, 
the varying thicknesses of wood or metal formed 
the different notes, and the player held in each 
hand a striker of thin bamboo, tipped with a round 
of hard leather. The “taxhay” is in shape like a 
violonce!lo, but a violoncello laid on its back and 
raised from the ground on four feet. It has three 
strings, the notes being marked by frets as ina 
guitar, and the player strikes the strings with an 
ivory pin. which is fastened to the forefinger of his 
right hand. The word “takhay’’ means alliga- 
tor, and the instrument js so called because in old 
days it was made in the shape of that reptile, the 
strings running from the end of the tail (along 
which were the frets) to the shoulders. 

All Eastern music seems at firat to be very much 
alike, and probably few people present on Friday 
evening would on repetition have recognized 
“Phaga don“ or “Lao Lotkhai,” or could have sep- 
arated Tus Sleep of the Gods” from “The Sorrow 
of Parting,” although toan accustomed Oriental 
ear the difference between these to performances 
would probably be as great as that dividing the 
„Marseillase“ from Gounod’s “Ave Maria. But 
though one might not appreciate the music in itself, 
it was impossible not to admire the manner of its 
performance. There is apparently no written music 
in Siam, and there seemed to be no conductor of 
the bandon Friday evening, but the unanimity of 
the musicians appeared to be perfect, while the 
solos on the rauat and takhay,“ which were 
extremely compiicated and must bave been very 
hard to learn, were particularly well done.

Connecticut's Tribute to the Memory 


of the Old Commander.

— 


All the Military Organizations of the 
State to Participate in the Funeral 
Ceremonies—incidents of Grant's 
Visits to Connecticut—August 8 Pro- 
claimed a Legal Holiday. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Haven, Coxn., August 1.—At a meeting in 
this city last night representatives of the various 
companies of the Second Regiment, Connecticut 
National Gaurds, voted to take part in the funeral 
of Gen. Grant. All of the companies will be in 
line with full ranks. The other regiments of the 
State will probably join with the Second as escort 
to Governor Harrison and his staff. From every 
part of the State come reports that the Grand 
Army posts will participate, and almost without 
exception the independent military organizations 
will attend. Excursion trains will run to New York 
on the day of the funeral, and it is expected that 
thousands of Connecticut people will visit the city 
to witness the funeral procession. In all the towns 
and cities the local authorities have passed resolu- 
tions in honor of the illustrious dead, and in Hart- 
ford and elsewhere memorial services are 
to be held on the day of the i  fu- 
neral. Throughout Connecticut evidences abound 


of the deep love for Gen. Granl, and on every hand 
are to be seen emblems of mourning for his death. 
In Bridgéport, New Haven, Meriden, Hartfor 
Waterbury, New London and the larger towns o 
the State, business houses and private residences 
are draped er display national colors at half-mast. 
In the country places the same spiritis shown, On 
farm houses and on the cozy village cottage many 
a flag-staff has been raised within the past few 
days, and there is scarcely a public building in all 
the State that has not some token of the national 
sorrow. Gen. Grant was better known and much 
ottener seen in Connecticut than by the people of 
any other New England State. 

EVERYWHERE HE WAS A ‘HERO. 

His tripto New Haven and to Hartford are 
remembered all along the line. He could never 
travel incog through Connecticut. A story is told 
of how he attempted this once, not long after the 
war. He got as far as Stamford, unheraded. There 
his train had to lay over for a few minutes for 
some railroad reason, and the General seeking a 
whiff of fresh air, ventured to the rear platform. 
Nobody was in sight when he opened the door; be- 
fore it was fairly shut, a small army had assembled. 
An old veteran, employed in some subordinate 
capacity at the station, had seen the Commander's 
face, and wild witn enthusiasm, had sent up shouts 
that echoed and reechoed until the 
town had been aroused and called 
to join in the demonstration, and, as the 
tradition goes, the train waited longer than it was 
ordered to wait, for conductor, engineer, fireman 
and brakemen were all in the deptus of the crowd 
of cheering citizens who kept up their vociferous 
applause till long after the modest soldier had

Sheridan was reeling off a story to deligh com- 
panions up on Chapel street, when some over- 
rash person, evidently ‘designing to o 
favor wita Gen. Sheridan, was idi- 
otically indiscreet enough to say something 
uncomplimentary of Gen. Grant, who had just 
been hurried away to diuner as the guest of a prom- 
inent citizen. Gen. Sheridan listened with a con- 
temptuous look on his sun-browned face, but he 
said not a word until the New Havener had quite 
finished his comments, explaining how Gen, Grant's 
giory had all been woa at the expense of somebody 
else. He wasn't the dashing, briliant leader that 
Sheridan was; he was chiefly, indeed, the possessor 
of a fictitious name, his renown could not be last- 
ing. Then Pail Sheridan spoke. “You talk like an 
ass, -was what he said, only a little more embeil- 
ished by able-bodied adjectives. ‘You talk like an 
ass. Gen. Grant has not half the credit that 
belongs to. him, for 1 know and everybody 
who has been close to him knows, that he has taken 
glory from himself again again to give it to 
men who were under him.” ‘The veterans ap- 
plauded, and Gen. Sheridan continued in a manner 
that was actually fierce: “If Grant had chosen to 
have itso there would have been no other name 
heard of on the Union side in the last part of the 
war.”

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The Dispute About “‘Makers’ Amateurs” 
Growing Very Warm.

What Local Wheelmen Think—An 
Kxpert From the East Who Will Get 
a Warm Reception—Bicycle News, 

Notes and Gossip. 


The war between the opponents and defenders of 
makers’ amateurs has reached this city, and the 
discussions the past week have materially tended 
to increase the temperature at the agencies and 
the club houses. That the question is now before 
the League of American Wheelmen in such a defl- 
nite and decided shape that it must be finally set- 
tled in the next few months, is not doubted by 
those who know auything of the sentiment and 
temper that stood back of the action taken at the 
Buffalo National meet, and the spirit that has in} 
spired the protests which have greeted Powell, 
Webber and other amateurs at recent races. But 
the element that is trying to force these men out 
has a sharp battle before it. They will have to op- 


those who say that the new pian of exclusion 
will be the death of interest in amateur races; that 
the old plan has brought bicycling to what it is by 
keeping in the ranks of amateurs men who can 
maso amateurs do their best; that the proposed 
idea carrying all the mazers amateurs will al once 
enter the professional ranks, and those real and 
genuine amateurs who are too fast to stay behind 
with the remaining slew goers will thus be forced in 
with them. On the other hand it is understood that 
the makers amateurs are professionals in reality; 
tnat they are paid during the summer months, aud 
their wages go ou atthe factory, say, while their 
traveling expenses are paid tney are furn 
with trainers; that they, devote their entire time to 
perfecung themselves in wheeling, which cannot be 
done oy tuose who are in other vocations, and that 
thus amateurs are ata decided disadvantage. 
To tae first ovjection tueir detenders answer that u 
is impossible to tell what is an amateur at all, then, 
and they ask if under a strict construction of the 
rule Cola Stone would have to be considered a pro- 
fessional. They —— to the, fact that really there is 
no difference tween the proceeds he derives 
from sale of the machines and the wages of such 
men as Powell, woo are salaried. From the stand- 
point of political economy, they say in each case 
wages and wages only have been received, and that 
Stone's business ia tile is to ride his wheel as fast as 
he can. It may be tnat tue force of the statements 
outlined above have come home to Cola, inasmuch 
as he bas already taxen decided ground agaimst 
ruling Makers’ amateurs out. Provably he sees 
that with the manufacturers’ men out he would 
have a walk-over, and no chance todevelop. He is 
confident it will ve a fatal step so tar as attracting 
public attention to amateur meetings is concerned, 
uud that nothing snould be dove whica, in any 
way, may detract from that interest and 
tion which are new exhioited by tue public, and 
which might be lessened if not destroyed by the 
practical application of a theory wnica wouid rob 
amateur races of nearly all their attractio nawe- 
ly: contests by speedy riders. ‘ihe possivilily of Coia 
Stone being cOmpelied eitner by force or by expe 
diency to eater the proiessionai arena is not an 
agreeable one to thoye who would disuke to see St. 
Louis thus summarily deprived of her amateur 
champion. *
